It-has already been*mentioned that the Emprefs E- 
Bzabith had. three children by her clandeftine marriage 
with the Grand-Venuer Alexey Gregorievitch Rauzu- 
moffsky, . The youngelt of thefe- ehildren was ‘a girl, 
brought up wader the name of Princefs‘Tartakanoff.— 
Prinee-Radzivil, informed of this fecret, and irritated 

‘Catharine’s trampling under foot the rights of the 
Poles, conceived that the daughter of Elizabeth would 
furnith him-with 2 fignatmeansofrevenge. He thought 
that it would not be in vainaf he oppofed to the Sove-

Taki ntage of the circumftance of his 
beiog the chief co a of the malcontents, 
the caufed all his eftates to be feized, and ‘reduced him 
to the neceflity’6f livjog én the produce of the diamonds 
aud the ‘other valuable effets he had carried. with him 
to Italy... Thefe fupplics were foon exhaufted.. Rad- 
zivil fet out in order to. pick up what intelligence he 
could concerning the ‘irs in Poland, leaving the 
young Tarrakanoff at’ Rome, under the care of a fingle 
Gouvernante, and in circumflances extremely confined. 
Scarcely hhad he reached his pwn country, when an of- 
fer was made to-reftore himhis poffefions, on condi- 
tion that he would take his young Ward to Roffia. He 
gefafed ta fubmit to fo difgraceful a propofal; but he 
had ‘hie weaknefs to promife that he would give himfelf 
no farther coacern about the daughter of Elizabeth. 
‘This. was.the price of his pardon. 

Alexey Orloff, charged with the execution of the 
will of the Emprefs, feized the firft moment on his ar- 
rival at Leghorn, of laying a fnare for the Princefs 'Tar- 
rakanoff. One’ of thofe intriguers who are fo common 
in -Italy, (2) repaired immediately to‘Rome; and, 
after having difcovered the lodgings of the young Ruf- 
fian, hé introduced ‘himfe!fto her in a military drefs 
and under the name of an officer. He told her that he 
had been-brought thither by the fole defire of paying 


- homage to a Princefs whofe fate and fortunes were high- 


ly intcrefting to all her countrymen. He feemed very 
much affected at the ftate of deflitution in which he 
found her. He offered her fome affiftance whicls necef- 
fity. forced her to accept ; and the traitor foon appeared 
to this unfortunate lady, as well as to the ‘woman that 
waited on her, in the light of a Saviour whom Heaven 
had fent to her’ deliverance. 

P. fo brilliant ought naturally to have opened 
the eyes of the Princefs Tarrakanoff, and fhewn her 
the treachery of him that made them. But her inex- 
perience and her candour permitted het not to fufpec 
any ‘guile. Befides, the language of the emiffary of 
Alexis. Orloff feemed. analogous with the notions fhe 
had imbibed from Prince Radzivil.. Shé imagined her- 
felf deltined to the throne, and-all the airy dreams that 
any way related to that opinion could not but encontage 
the deceit. ‘She accordingly gave herfelf up to thefe 
flattering hopes, and-with a grateful heart concurred in 
the defigns of him who addrefled her only to her de- 
ftru€tion. : 

When he thought he tad fifficiently paired thejr 
confidence, he declared that he was. commiflionediby 
Count Alexius Orloff to offer to the davghter of Ehi- 
zabeth the throne that had been filled by her mother. 
He faid-that the Raflians were difcontentéd with Ca- 
tharine ; that Orloff efpecially could never forgive her 
for-her ingratitude and her tyranny; and that if the 
young Priocefs would accept of the fervices of that Ge- 
neral, and recompence him by the grant of her hand, 
it would not be long ere {fhe faw the breaking out of 
that revolution which he had prepared. 

Some time after this, Alexius Orloff came to Rome. 
His emifiary had already announced him. He was

“However, fome perfons to 
whol the Pridéefs and her Governante cofmunicated 
Ai food Fortine that was promifed them, advifed them 
to be od their guard apainit ‘the defigns of a man whofe 
gharaGter for wickednefs had been long eftadlithed, and 
vhbo, doubtlefs. had too much reafon to remain faithful 
to the Emprefs to think of confpiring againft her. Yar 
ftoni profiting by this ‘good eounfel, the Priacefs ws 
fo imprudently frank-as to fpeak of it to Alexivs Orloff, 
P who with great eafe delivered his jultification, and 
thenceforth threw a deeper fhade, of difkmulation and 
addrcls jnto his fpeeches and behaviour. Not fatistied 
with fanning the ambjtion of the young Ruffian, he put 
on the femblance $f a-pafion for her, and fucceeded, fo 
fir as to infpire her“ with a true one. So  foon as -he 
was affured of it, he conjured her to enter into a 
union with him by the moft facred ties. . She unhappily 
confented ; and it was even with joy that the poor un- 
fortunate lady promifed to folemnize a marriage, which 
mult confummate her ruin. She thought that the title 
of fpoufe of Count Alexius Oloff would’ fhelter her in- 
vincibility from thofe treacherics which fhe was taught 
to apprehend. She enertained not the leatt {Ppicion 
that aman could make religion and the molt facred 
titles fubfervient to the deitruction of an innocent vic- 
tim, Bat, alas? was avy religion, was any title facred 
to the barbarian into whofe fares fhe had fallen? He 
who could ftrangle the unfortunate Peter HII. could he 
dread to difhonour the daughter of Elizabeth. (3) 

Feigning a defire that the marriage ceremony thould 
be performed according to the ritual of the Greek 
church, he fubordned fubaltern villians to difguife them- 
felves as priefts and lawyers. ‘Thus. profanation was 
combined with impolture again{t the unprotected and 
too confident Tarrakanoff. 

When Alexius Orloff was become the hufband, or 
‘rather the ravither of this. unhappy Princefs, he repre- 
fented to her that their ftay at Rome expofed her to 
| too. clofe obfersation, and hat it would be advifcable 
for her to goto fome other city of Italy, to wait for 
the breaking out.of she confpiracy that was to call her 
to the throne... Believing thisadvice to be dictated by 
love and prudence, dhe anfweted, that the would follow 
him wherever he chofe to conduct af He brought 
her immediately to Pifa, where, he had previoufly hired 
a magnificent palace. ‘There he continued to treat her 
with marks of tertdernefs and refpect.. But he -permit- 
ted none to come near her except perfons who were 
entirely at his devotion ; and when fhe went to; the 
play or public promenades, he accompanied her always 
himfelf, ; 

The divifion of the Ruffian fquadron under the com- 
mand of Admiral Greig tad juft:entered the port of 
Leghorn. On relaticg this news to thé Princefs, A. 
lexius Orloff told her, that his prefence was neceflary 
at Leghorn for the purpofe of giving fome orders, and 
offered to take her with him. To this fhe the more 
readily confented, as fhe had-heard much talk of the 
beauty of the port of Leghorf, and the magnificence of 
the Ruffian hips. Imprudent Lady! the nearer fhe 
approached the cataftrophe of the plot, the more the 
trulted to the tendernefs and fincerity of her betrayer, 

She depyted from Pifa with her cuftomary attend- 
ants. On arriving at Leghorn fhe landed at the houfe 
ofthe Englith Conful, who had. prepared for a fuitable 
apartment, and who received -her with’ marks of the 
profoundeft refpe&. Several Ladics (4) were early in 
making their vifits, and feduloufly attended her on all 
oceafions. She faw herfelf prefently furrounded by a 
numerous Court, eager to be beforehand with all her: 


fantly to procure her fome new entertainment. When- 
ever fhe went out, the people ran in her way. At the 
Theatre all eyes were direéted to her box.—All cir- 
cumftances confpired ‘to lull her into a’ fatal f{ecurity. 
All tended to, difpel the idea of any danger at hand. 
Isis doubtlefs impoffible to believe that an Englifh 
Conful, and Enghfh Admirab, and ladies of their fami- 


to draw into the-fnare, by deceitful refpect and careffes, 
a victim whofe youth, whofe beauty, whofe innocence, 
was capable of affecting the moftinfenfible heart. It is 
not to be imagined that they were in any degree privy 
to the plot contrived againit her, and that they ftudi- 
oufly infhired her. with confidence, only the more infal- 
libly to betray her. 





The young Tarrakanoff was fo far from fufpetting 
her unfortunate fituation, that, after having paffed feve- 
ral days in a-round of amafements and diflipation, the 
afked of herfelf to be fhewn the Roffian fleet. The idea 
was applauded. The neceflary orders were immediate- 
ly giver’; and the next day on rifing.from table every 
thing was ready at the-water fide for receiving the Prin- 
cefs. On her coming down, fhe was handed into a 
magnificent boat. The Conful, and feveral ladies, feated 
themfelves with her. A fecond boat conveyed Vice-Ad. 
Greig and Count Alexius Orloff, and a third, filled 
with. Ruffian and English officers, clofed the proceflion. 
—The boats put off from fhore in fight of an immenfe 
multitude of people, and were received by the fleet, 
with a band of mufic, falutes of artillery, and repeated 
hozzas. As the Princefs came along fide the hip of 
which fhe was to go on board, a {plended chair was “tet 
down from the yard, in. which being feated, the was 
hoifted upon deck; and it was obferved to her, that 
thefe were particular honours paid to her rank. 

But no fooner was fhe on. board than fhe was hand- 
cuffed. In vain fhe implored for pity of the cruel 
betrayer, whom fhe {till called her hufband. In vain 
fhe threw herfelf at his feet, and watered them with her 
tears. No anfwer was even vouchfafed to her lamen- 
tations. She was carried down into the hold; and the 
next day the veffel fet fail for Ruflia. 

Oo arriving at.Peterfburgh, the young victim was 
fhut up in the fortrefs ; and what became of her after- 
wards was never: known (5).
